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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were ali with ene accord in one place.’’ Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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In those days came John the Baptist, 
preaching in the wilderness of Judea, and 
saying, Repent ye: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand,” Matt. 3:1, 2. 

Also Jesus says, ‘The time is fulfilled, 
and the kingdom of God is at hand: re- 
pent ye, and believe the gospel,” Mark 
1:15. Further, Jesus says, “Except we re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish.” Luke 
1333. 


The definition Webster gives for “‘re- 
pent” is “to feel sorry for sins com- 
mitted, contrition, regret, remorse, sor- 
row.” We can at once see that one has 
to be sorry for his sins in order to repent, 
and Jesus says, “Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” In other words, 
Except all of you have a godly sorrow 
for your sins ye shall all likewise perish. 

When a soul is contrite it is not 
haughty or proud or lifted up, but one 
with a contrite spirit will be in heaviness 
of spirit or burdened because he sees him- 
self a sinner and without God, and for 
that reason his spirit is broken, and with 
contrition and a broken heart he comes 
to the Father in Jesus’ name and pleads 
for mercy. 

Let us now look at one of the great 
Bible characters who did repent. You that 
are acquainted with the Bible will remem- 
ber how David sinned. In the 11th chap- 
ter of 2nd Samuel we find where David

had a man killed and that for the wicked 
intent that he, the king, could get the 
wife of the dead man. He did get her too 
but God punished him, the first child 
that should have blessed the home died, 
this was only the beginning of David's 
anguish, 

We find him praying, his prayers are 
in the Psalms, we will quote a few sent- 
ences of his prayers to give you an idea 
what Bible repentance is. In Psalm 6:3, 4, 
6, 9, he cried, “My soul is also sore 
vexed: but thou, O Lord, how long? Re- 
turn, O Lord, deliver my soul: oh save 
me for thy mercies’ sake. I am weary with 
my groaning; all the night make I my 
bed to swim; I water my couch with my 
tears. The Lord hath heard my supplica- 
tion; the Lord will receive my prayer.” 

Psalm 34:4-7, 17, 18, “I sought the 
Lord, and he heard me, and delivered me 
from all my fears. They looked unto him, 
and were lightened: and their faces were 
not ashamed. This poor man cried, and 
the Lord heard him, and saved him out 
of all his troubles. The angel of the Lord 
encampeth round about them that fear 
him, and delivereth them. The righteous 
cry, and the Lord heareth, and delivereth 
them out of all their troubles. The Lord 
is nigh unto them that are of a broken 
heart; and saveth such as be of a con- 
trite spirit.” Here we have the 2mphatic 


statement from David that the Lord will 
save such as be of a contrite spirit, or 
in other words those that will repent. 

How may we know when we have a 
contrite spirit? One way is the above 
quotation from David. If we have a 
broken heart we are quite sure that we 
have a contrite spirit, or if we have a 
contrite spirit, it will break our hearts, 
and we will be sorry for the many sins 
or few sins which we have committed, 
and this godly sorrow will bring us to 
repentance, where we will confess our 
sins to God in the name of Jesus Christ 
who is our Mediator, and God will, for 
Christ’s sake, pardon us. Remember it is 
not for our sakes for there is nothing that 
we could do within ourselves that would 
merit God’s favor, but it is for Christ’s 
sake that we are forgiven. 

David says, “I am weary with my 
groanings.” Do you know, my friend, 
why the altar in the old-time Method- 
ist churches were called mourner’s 
benches? It was because people went 
there to repent, just like David when he 
groaned, and the Methodist mourned, 
therefore, they called it the mourner’s 
bench. May God hasten the day when ev- 
ery church in the land will again ac- 
knowledge its sins and erect the altar 
and come before God with broken

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CAN WE LIVE ABOVE SIN?

Many religious leaders tell us that we 
can not live above or free from sin. 
They quote the scripture, “If any say 
that we have no sin, we deceive our- 
selves, and the truth is not in us,” 1 John 
1:8. But they fail to observe the next 
verse which says, “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” 1 John 1:9. So we cannot 
excuse or cover up any sin in our life. 

If we are a child of God we live with- 
out sin. Sin is a violation of the divine law 
of God, crime, iniquity, wickedness and 
wrongdoing. Every true child of God 
goes out to fight against sin. As a soldier 
of the cross we must fight against every 
fiery dart of the devil to overcome and 
win the victory. 

1 John 3:9, “Whosoever is born of 
God doth not commit sin, for his seed 
remaineth in him and he cannot sin be- 
cause he is born of God.” 1 John 5:18, 
“We know that whosoever is born of 
God sinneth not; but he that is begotten 
of God keepeth himself, and that wicked 
one toucheth him not. 

1 John 4:4, “Ye are of God, little 
children, and have overcome them; be- 
cause greater is he that is in you, than 
he that is in the world.” 

1 John 1:5-7, “This then is the mes- 
sage which we have heard of Him, and 
declare unto you, that God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at all. If we say 
that we have fellowship with him, and 
walk in darkness, we lie, and do not the 
truth: But if we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

Sin separates our soul from God. Sin is 


a transgression of God’s law. Sin is a 
fearful thing. It is death to the 
soul. When the devil gets you in 


the clutches of sin, it is like a spider get- 
ting a fly in his web. He keeps making 
the web larger and larger until he has 
the fly where he can not get out. Sin is 
a great monster. Where sin goes it leaves 
its stain. It blots the lives of men and 
women, boys and girls. It’s just like a 
cancer, it eats its way into your heart and 
nothing but the blood of Jesus can re- 
move it. Sin wrecks and ruins homes. 
Oh, it is a fearful thing! It is just as 
impossible for you to be a sinning Chris- 
tian as it is for a white man to be a 
black man.

Why don’t you just be honest 
with God and just leave the yoke of the 
devil and the chains of sin and quit the 
sinning business and Christ will receive 
you. The wages of sin is death but the 
gift of God is eternal life. We read in 
Prov.

I am happy to write in regard to the 
church work here as there are so many in 
the District and out, who are not sure 
they have a church at the capital. I am 
glad to say there is a band of good peo- 
ple on fire for God with Brother W. E. 
Raney of South Carolina as pastor. 

For a number of years God has blessed 
the dear people here, and about the time 
the work started good Satan hindered. 
Recently it seems God has spoken to him 
as He did in the days of Job, and told 
him he could stop it no longer. Year be- 
fore last Brother Leslie Hesketh and fam- 
ily were here. They sacrificed and prayed 
much for victory here. After the As- 
sembly they left and the mission was 
taken from the folks. They wandered as 
sheep without a shepherd, having no place 
to worship. Brother Standifer came up 
for a few weeks and did not find a place. 
Soon he was in another field of labor, 
the folks were left again without any- 
one to help or encourage them. The lat- 
ter part of December or the first of Jan- 
uary Brother Raney was sent here by the 
officials of the Church. As usual, he be- 
gan working, going from place to place 
in the city trying to find a suitable 
place for worship. After much time was 
spent, day and night, a hall was opened 
on 478 N. S. W. The people began 
coming in. Soon a Sunday School was in 
progress, a small number but it is still 
growing. 

About six months later Brother Raney 
organized a Willing Workers Band and 
they have the right name, for they have 
a mind to work. They have raised be- 
tween $150.00 and $200.00. Every 
church needs a Willing Worker Band 
with co-operation. Also, a Y. P. E. is or- 
ganized and the interest is grand. This 
band of young people have a mind to 
work too. An interesting program is 
rendered every Saturday evening with 
solos, duets, string music, and _ other 
things of interest that make the young 
people want to be there each service. We 
are buying chairs and carpets for the 
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church, and other things as needed. We 
do not have as large a number as some 
Y. P. E’s I know of, but by faith we are 
working and carrying things on for God. 

Our church building is located on 
1023 6th St., N. W. It will cost ap- 
proximately between eight and ten thou- 
sand dollars. After the building was 
signed over to the Church of God it 
took about three weeks of hard work for 
Brother Raney and others. Then soon we 
left our little mission on N. S. W. as it 
couldn’t accommodate the people. Now 
we are in a larger building and _ it is 
filled. Soon another partition will have to 
be removed for the people are learning 
where the fire is and are they coming? 
Yes! While Brother Raney is delivering 
his messages the people get so happy they 
can hardly stay in the church or any 
other place. God is blessing each service 
and prospects look good for the church 
in the District of Columbia 

A revival has closed since we moved 
into the new church, the interest was 
good. Some prayed through. The saints 
worked hard at the altar. The church has 
a parsonage of four nice rooms, bath and 
hall on second floor. The auditorium is 
on first floor. Brother Raney and family 
are in the parsonage. He has a wide in,- 
fluence in this city. We feel he is needed 
here every service. He has been in serv- 
ice each Sunday at three o’clock on Ninth 
Street in the downtown section. The taxi- 
cab drivers of this city paid two months’ 
rent on a large hall and donated it to one 
of the taxicab drivers who is a member 
of the Church of God. Much good has 
been done there and the people have 
learned about the Church and where it is 
located from the services in the hall. Sun- 
day evening they come to the church. 

If anyone wants to know, tell them 
the church is here to stay. For a number 
of years people would come to visit the 
capital and would look for the Church 
of God and at times it could not be 
found, but it is different now. The little 
band of about forty some odd have raised 
more than one thousand dollars for the 
church building and other things since 
Brother Raney came here. Sister Raney is 
standing by Brother Raney and at times 
shouts from one end of the church to 
the other.

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Inbred Sin 


The term “inbred” is an abbreviation 
of “inbreed or inborn,” so that the term 
“inbred sin” has for centuries been used 
as denoting that amount and quality of 
moral corruption which has come down 
from Adam and Eve into the souls of all 
their posterity. This term “inbred sin” is 
used to distinguish the form and quantity 
of hereditary evil, from the form and 
degree of actual sins. The Bible defines 
actual sin thus, “Whosoever committeth 
sin transgresseth also the law: for sin is 
the transgression of the law,” 1 John 3: 
4. But the same inspired penman goes 
behind the action, and defines inbred sin 
thus, “All unrighteousness is sin,” 1 
John 5:17. Let us look at the scriptural 
characteristics of inbred sin. 

1. As to its age. It is that corruption 
of human nature which is as old as man- 
kind. Actual sin can only be as old as 
the individual committing it, but inbred 
sin, so tar as the moral virus is concerned, 
is as old as Adam. Hence, it is emphati- 
cally termed by the Holy Ghost, the “‘old 
man.” But the Spirit designates it as 
“our old man,” Rom. 6:6. That is, it -is 
that portion of the impure nature of 
Adam which is transmissible, and which 
resides naturally in every individual heart, 
till extirpated by entire sanctification. 
David speaks of this “inbred sin’”—‘Be- 
hold, I was shapen in iniquity; and in 
sin did my mothe; conceive me,” Psa. 51: 
5. And he clearly discriminates between 
this “inborn” evil and his own personal 
committed sins. With reference to his 
own personal sins, he prays, “Blot out my 
transgressions;” but with reference to 
this inborn evil which had come down the 
ages, he says, that when it is removed he 
will have hidden purity and “be whiter 
than snow.” 

It is again denominated the “old 
leaven.” “Purge out, therefore, the old 
leaven,” 1 Cor. 5:7. So that “inbred sin” 
is our individual patrimony in the estate 


of our first parents, and though we per- 
sonally are only a few years old, yet the 
moral property we inherit is six thousand 
years old. 


2. As to the quantity of inbred sin. 
The Scriptures throughout teach us that 
the quantity and kind of inbred sin is 
about the same in every one born of 
Adam. In the amount of sin displayed 
and committed, no two persons may be 
the same, but as to inherited sin, the 
Bible proclaims a uniform kind of evil 
in every child of man. “And God saw 
that the wickedness of man was great in 
the earth, and that every imagination of 
the thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually,” Gen. 6:5. Mark, it does not 
say “of men,” but “of man,” looking at 
the race as a unit, they each and_ all, 
“share and share alike,” in the oneness of 
depravity. The Hebrew word for “imagi- 
nation” here not only signifies the ac- 
tivity of the imagination, but the latent, 
inherent proneness of heart which is 
originally the same, other things being 
equal, in every child, whether Abel or 
Cain, John or Nero. In this same chap- 
ter it says that “Noah was a perfect 
man.” He had as much inbred sin as the 
rest, to start with, but ye yielded to 
grace, and turned evil over to the power 
of God. 

“Behold the Lamb of God, that taketh 
away the sin of the world,” John 1:29. 
It does not say sins of the world, but 
emphatically “the sin of the world.” It 
may be that no two persons have ever 
committed the same number and kinds of 
sins. The actual sins of the world are ut- 
terly innumerable and diverse in degree 
and hue, but the hereditary old man, the 
inbred sin of the world, is the same in 
all generations. So that Jesus has not only 
a provision for blotting out the acts of 
the world, but, glory to His name, has 
a provision to root out every sprout of 
indwelling sin from mankind. 

3. As to the unity of inbred sin. Ev- 
ery act of committed sin may differ some 
from every other actual sin; actual sins 
may so differ that one kind may seem 
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to prevent another kind; but all spring 
from one seed of sin, deep down in the 
heart. Inbred sin is a unit of moral evil. 
If you have any sin whatever in your 
heart, of any kind or degree. you have 
the seed of all sins in you. If this truth 
wounds your feelings it is a demonstra- 
tion that pride remains in your heart, 
and if you have amy pride in your heart, 
it is but a sprout from the seed of in- 
herited sin, and proves that you have 
lurking in your heart the latent germ of 
every form of sin. Many religionists and 
and even preachers will stoutly deny this, 
but such denial only proves them igno- 
rant both of the Scriptures and a true ex- 
perience in holiness. 


Let God speak as to the unity of de- 
pravity: “Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day from 
the Lord our God, to go and serve the 
gods of these nations; lest there should 
be among you a root that beareth gall 
and wormword,” Deut. 29:18. Here God 
declares that the “root” of sin has its 
existence in the unsanctified hearts of in- 
dividual men and women among His own 
people, and though “gall and wormwood” 
represent different forms of actual sin, 
yet they all sprout from the vile unit 
root of inbred sin. Agreeable to this old 
text, the Holy Ghost again repeats it in 
later ages. “Lest any root of bitterness 
springing up trouble you, and thereby 
many be defiled,” Heb. 12:15. Here we 
see plainly taught that the single root of 
depravity in the heart may so sprout and 
spread as to produce multiplied defile- 
ments, proving that if there be amy kind 
of impurity in the heart, there is the 
germ of every kind of impurity. Paul 
calls it the “body of sin,” Rom. 6:6. This 
“body,” “‘soma,” of sin would never be 
termed the soma of sin were it not in the 
eyes of the Holy Ghost an organic whole, 
a unit of evil. Again, Paul calls it the 
“body of the sins of the flesh,” Col. 2: 
11. Here we see that all the manifested 
sins of the flesh, which are in the plural 
number, proceed from the inward body 
of inbred sin which is put in the singu- 
lar. And in all these passages we see that 
it is the destruction of this unit “body” 
of inbred sin which constitutes the work 
of full sanctification. In a multitude of 
passages we see that actual, committed 
sins are put in the plural, while inherited 
sin, the “root” of sin, the “body” of sin, 
is always put in the singular number. 
The Holy Ghost did not blunder in His 
grammar. “Put off the old man with his 
deeds,”” Col. 3:9. Here the ‘‘old man” is 
in the singular, referring to the self- 
nature, the unit principle of hereditary 
sin, but “his deeds” are in the plural, re- 
ferring to the variety of sinful tempers,

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Preaching the Gospel 

Text, “He hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel,” Luke 4:18. 

There is a sense in which all of God's 
people are preachers, and it is true that 
each one is under a definite obligation to 
represent God among men. 

Those who preach bring good tidings. 
isa. 61:1. 

They tell good news. Acts 10:36. 

They tell it thoroughly. Col. 1:28. 

They cry out or proclaim as a herald. 
Matt. 3:1; 4:12. 

The gospel means good news, 
words, good tidings. Luke 2:10. 

From the following arrangement we 
get the word “‘gospel”:

First, I would like to comment on the 
spirituality of the school this term. We 
have some students who throughout this 
school term have proved beyond doubt 
that their consecration to God is stable, 
firm and deep, not superficial and spon- 
taneous, but purposeful and enduring. 

The result of having such students in 
school has proved a great blessing to 
many who were unsaved and has served 
as a channel of encouragement to those 
who may have been inclined to falter by 
the wayside. 

For the first time, I think, in the 
history of the school we had a revival in 
which the students did most of the 
preaching.

A school which can prepare the 
student to face the world in the field of 
knowledge and at the same time cultivate 
his spiritual life to the degree of unself- 
ish, entire consecration to the will of God 
is a school which can be appreciated by 
the Church of God.—Geo.

thoughts, words and acts springing from 
the unit seed of sin in the heart. If you 
feel down in your heart the uprising of 
resentment, retaliation, illwill, anger, 
pride, ambition, love of distinction, im- 
pure wishes, murmuring, love of money, 
etc., though you may conceal them, yet 
if you have such as these things in your 
hidden heart feelings, then you need a 
pure heart, for they are one and all the 
various sproutings from the deep, latent 
inbred sin in the soul. 


4. As to our accountability for it. We 


are not responsible for the existence of 
inbred sin, but we are responsible for tak- 
ing the remedy by which it can be re- 
moved. “If I had not come and spoken 
them, they had not had sin: but now they 
have no cloke for their sin,” John 15: 
22. He does not say sins, but sin, includ- 
ing the inherent body of sin. If Jesus had 
not revealed a remedy for our depravity, 
we would not be accountable for it, as 
our will had nothing to do with its origin 
and transmission, but when Jesus reveals 
to us a fountain of all-cleansing blood for 
both actual and hereditary sin, then we 
are accountable for that precious blood, 
just to the extent that we refuse to trust 
its efficacy! When we see the provision 
for the complete cleansing from inbred 
sin, and then refuse to accept it, we re- 
ject that part of the gospel, and virtual- 
ly adopt inbred sin as our own. Hence 
Jesus says “no cloke for their sin,” for by 
rejecting the sanctifying power of the 
blood, you thereby make hereditary de- 
pravity your own sin. So that while we 
are not responsible for inbred sin, we 
are responsible for the continuance of it, 
right in the face of the omnipotent Puri- 
fier. To this agrees the scripture which 
says, “To him that knoweth to do good 
and doeth it not, to him it is sin,” Jas. 4: 
17. To him that knows where to find 
purity from inbred sin and does not ac- 
cept it, to him it is sin. It is sanctioning 
inbred sin to reject sanctification. Inbred 
sin is as old as mankind, actual sin is as 
old as the free-will that commits it; in- 
bred sin is the same throughout the 
world, actual sin is never the same in two 
persons; inbred sin is a unit ii the heart, 
actual sin has infinite diversity; for 
actual sin we must have a full, free justi- 
fication; for inbred sin we must have a 
free and full sanctification.

hearts and a contrite spirit which the 
Bible teaches is repentance, also the dic- 
tionary says repentance is contrition. 

Now if David was the only one that 
believed in repentance, we might have 
grounds for disregarding what he said, 
but in the New Testament, as we quoted 
at the beginning, John the Baptist and 
Jesus Christ both preached repentance, 
and I am quite sure that their preaching 
was good authority. Aren’t you? But, 
someone says, all there is to repentance 
is just to make up your mind to do 
right and to turn away from sins. Thou- 
sands have tried that and have not been 
able. So for that reason there is some- 
thing wrong with that belief. The teacher 
that says all you have to do is to believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ ought to tell us 
something about the belief that it takes 
to lead men to repentance, there is a 
historical belief and there is a belief that 
comes from within out of the heart of 
man. The latter is the saving faith, and 
not the former. 

In James 2:19 we find where he says 
that the devils believe and tremble, yet 
we are quite sure that none of them 
have been led to repentance. So you may 
plainly see that it takes more than to 
just believe. When you believe that He 
is the God-man, and that He is come to 
redeem the fallen race, and that He is 
angry with sin and wants to put it out 
of your life, and has made a provision to 
do so, and will do it if you will only re- 
pent, then you come before Him as 
David did, you will get results that will 
make you to know that you have passed 
from death unto life. It will make you 
happy; it will give you peace; it will 
keep you living right; and eventually 
lead you to an eternal reward where you 
can live in the bliss of all the redeemed 
forever. But except you repent you shall 
perish. 


Others may tell you that you are saved 
through water baptism or church rit- 
uals, or by church joining which is all 
misleading faith. Notice with me the 3rd 
chapter of Matthew beginning at the 7th 
verse. “But when he (John) saw many 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees come to his 
baptism, he said unto them, O generation 
of vipers, who hath warned you to flee 
from the wrath to come? Bring forth 
therefore fruits meet for repentance.” 
You will plainly see that John the Bap- 
tist would not baptize those men, though 
they were church members and came and 
asked him to baptize them. But they 
lacked the thing that we are trying to 
get men to do today, they lacked 
repentance, and no one is eligible 
for baptism or church membership or 
anything else that God has provided, un- 
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til he has fully repented and knows be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt that God 
has forgiven him. 

I will give one more scripture on this 
great subject. 2nd Cor. 7:10, “For god- 
ly sorrow worketh repentance to SAL- 
VATION not to be repented of.” When 
men see that they have sinned, they have 
brought the displeasure of the great God, 
the Creator of the universe, upon them- 
selves and become sorry for the part they 
have played in bringing more sin and dis- 
grace upon a world that is already groan- 
ing under the weight of sin and its ef- 
fects, and turn to God in repentance and 
confussion, God will for Christ’s 
sake set you free from the bondage 
of sin and you will be a new crea- 
ture in Christ Jesus, old things 
will pass away, and behold all things will 
become new. 2 Cor. 5:17. What every 
man needs today, from the least to the 
greatest, who hasn’t been blessed with the 
experience of passing from death unto 
life, is to repent. You need it as an in- 
dividual; the nation needs to repent; yea, 
the entire world needs to repent in the 
good, old-fashioned way. 

Often the question is asked, What do 
you think is the best things or what 
will it take to set this world right? My 
answer is that unless the world will re- 
pent they shall all likewise perish. Na- 
tions as well as individuals have left God 
out of their program, have forsaken 
Him, and gone in their own ways, and 
the remedy is to repent. Henry Ford says 
that, “A revival of religion will give us 
a more serious point of view and solve 
most of our problems.” God grant us a 
revival of religion in the old-fashioned 
manner, is my prayer. And that revival 
can come only through old-time preach- 
ing and old-time repentance, and old- 
time altars in the churches is the one 
and only remedy to save our country, our 
young people, our society, our all. 

God bless you and may you, dear 
reader, if you have not already repented, 
do so and help us to save the oncoming 
generation from complete corruption 
The only plan is God’s plan, and that 
plan begins with repentance. 

“The Lord is not slack concerning His 
promise, as some men count slackness; 
but is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance,” 2 Peter 
3:9. “But if we walk in the light as He 
is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another and the blood of - Jesus 
Christ, his Son, cleanseth us from all 
sin,” 1 John 1:7. 

And there shall be signs in the sun, and 
in the moon, and in the stars; and upon 
the earth distress of nations, with per- 
plexity; the sea and the waves roaring; 
Men’s hearts failing them for fear and for
